What’s The AV Picture Here 


Questions about AV in the An- 
dover schools have surfaced inthe 
wake of town meeting. Three weeks 
ago voters decided to end specu- 
lation about a half million dollar 
federally funded AV resource cen- 
ter by returning the implementive 
appropriation to the treasury. 

Curious citizens who voted both 
ways on this issue may wonder 
what the AV situation is right now 
in the Andover schools. 

Now that the vision of afederal- 
ly financed AV center has faded, 
are we way out in left field, 
Starting from scratch, or in a 
good position? 

What do we have in the way of 
equipment and materials, and how 
available is it. to teachers and 
students? Are weusing AV wisely? 
How does AV fit into the larger 
scheme of the schools’ education- 
al goals, into individualized learn- 
ing programs, for example? What 
will the long range program in 
AV be to support these? 

The Curious Citizen, asking 
around in small closets or a large 
AV production room (under con- 
struction in East Junior High) 
asking teachers; principals, li- 
brarians and Robert Bachmann, 
AV head for the elementary and 
junior high schools, finds that 
the schools’ principals and direc- 
tors are asking themselves just 
these questions in. a thorough re- 
view of AV this.week? 

Out of this, we can expect a 
more comprehensive organization 
of audio-visual services, and the 
wedding of audio-visual and library 
materials, so that students and 
teachers can begin to find all the 
available instructional materials, 
whether they be films, books, 
tapes, etc. under one subject head-

Ramp Design 
On Schedule 


Design of the new ramps for 
Interstate Route 93 off Lowell 
street is proceeding on schedule, 
according to Edward J. Ribbs, 
commissioner of the Department 
of Public Works. 

Ribbs, in a letter to Executive 
Councillor Thomas J. Lane, said 
that the state department of public 
works is hopeful of advertising for 
bids for the project this winter 
with construction of the ramps 
scheduled to be completed late in 
the 1970 construction season. 

The design is essentially the 
same as proposed at a public hear- 
ing here a year ago. 

The ramps are expected to re- 
lieve traffic conditions in the area 
with the opening of the new Ray- 
theon plant, as well as the expan- 
sion of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice facility. 

Traffic conditions have been a 
considerable problem the past few 
weeks with sewer construction 
work on Lowell street, 

At times long lines of cars 
have been backed up due to the 
construction work, but is expected 
to be relieved soon. 

The construction of the ramps 
will permit easy access to Route 
93 for employees of both Raytheon 
and IRS, thus providing relief to 
Lowell street traffic.

Also contributing will be the 
Fish Brook reclamation dam and 
pumping station which captures 
water from the Haggett’s water- 
shed and places it back in the 
pond. 

Supt. Bassett said this week that 
the problem is not serious now 
and that if a drought season does 
not occur, the town will be safe. 
If a drought does occur, then 
there will be problems next year. 

Supt. Bassett pointed out that the 
need for a water treatment plant 
is urgent. mu 

The plant would take water from 
the Merrimack river and place it 
in Haggett’s for distribution. 

The plant is currently under 
study and will probably face the 
voters at town meeting in March, 

Last year the town pumped the 
largest amount of water in his- 
tory, and records. show that this 
year will be even higher. 

To meet this need additional 
sources of supply will be needed. 

The only source, is the Merri- 
mack, and that is where the town 
must turn to meet demands. 

The water taken from the Mer- 
rimack will be treated and put 
into Haggett’s pond where it will 
be further processed by nature. 

Actually the water from the 
Merrimack will probably remain 
in the pond for almost a year 
before reaching the intake pipes 
to be sent through the system. 

The water will be naturally 
aerated and processed by that 
time, therefore there will be no

taste to..it; “as is the case with 
water processed in Lawrence. 

Supt. Bassett points out that the 
river water will be only taken at 
prime periods of the year, such 
as in the spring when a good flow 
dictates a less polluted stream. 

There is a definite need for 
additional supply, since the town’s 
industrial growth indicates con- 
tinued record high use of water in 
the community. 

In the past two years, without 
the new Gillette Co. and without 
the new Raytheon plant, the town 
has continued’ to work toward re- 
cord high water consumption. 

With the additional industrial 
use, there will be further need, 

As for the current lower level 
of the pond, Supt. Bassett feels 
that the Fish brook project will 
be able to replace six to seven 
feet, when it is activated in late 
winter, 

Andover water now has a small 
quantity of chlorine in it for pur- 
ification. Fluoride, a controver- 
sial chemical, has been introduced 
recently through orders of the 
board of health. 

For many years the water de- 
partment has: been aware that it 
must go to the Merrimack for ad- 
ditional supply, but growth of the 
town now dictates that this phase 
of the master plan has come about. 

It appears that the turn to the 
Merrimack has now arrived and 
that the need for a treatment 
plant is here. 

The Fish brook project, built 
with the aid of federal funds a few 
years ago, will assist in the sup- 
ply project, since the dam and 
pumping station, located on the 
Shores of the Merrimack, is 
adaptible to taking water from the 
river and pumping it back up to 
the Haggett’s pond station.

The East Junior High undoubted- 
ly has the best physical facilities, 
as in its basement audio-visual 
area.

NATIONAL BANK 
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Those Apartments 


What many people may have failed to realize when the 
C. Lincoln Giles proposal was turned down a week ago at 
the special towr meeting, is that apartments could wel! be 
built on the Curran estate on North Main street, without 
any local control. 

Mr. Giles had proposed a pleasing complex of apartment 
units, in colonial style, adaptable to the community and 
the neighborhood. Abutters and other residents, opposed 
to apartment buildings for the town, opposed the proposal. 

The area is still open to apartment dwelling units, under 
legislation recently approved and over which the town 
would have no control. 

The planning board opposed the Giles plan, based on 
traffic, increased school population, and the fact that they 
currently have underway studies of apartments and housing 
in Andover. 

But probably the planners did not take into consideration 
that the recent laws governing low-income housing would 
permit construction of units on this particular property and 
that they would be-a far cry from what Mr. ‘Giles had pro- 
posed. 

The low income housing’units can be placed on any por- 
tion of land within the community without permission from 
the planning board or any other official board of the town. 

No controls can be exercised. 

Thick, brick’structures can be placed and can raise their 
ugly, almost skyscraper heads toward the neighbors, since 
it only takes the approval of state and federal authorities 
to construct such units. - 

We would doubt that Mr. Giles has any such thought in 
mind, but one should consider such action on apartments 
proposals in the future, and particularly the planning 
board which includes Chairman Harold T. King, David M. 
Erickson, .vice chairman; Mrs. Margaret J. Keck, John E. 
Sheehy and John F. Hardy. 

If legislation will permit any portion of a community to 
become an apartment district for low income housing, then 
townspeople should be cautious in their action. 

We do not oppose the provisions for sheltering the less 
fortunate, but one should be aware that the Giles apartment 
proposal seemed much more palatable to a hungry tax 
appetite, than the possible alternative.
